AIMED AT GERMANY 


j Neutrals Must Give Assurance 


That Exports Will Not 


Reach Germany 


Washington, D. C.. Oct. 1.—A final 


move for preventing: supplies reaching 
Germany was taken 
today by the 


American government in deciding to 
refuse coal to neutral ships carrying 
supplies from South America to the 
north European countries unless their 
cargoes are inspected in American 
ports. 


In making known the decision to- 


day the export administrative board 
announced that it would apply provi- 
sions of tho export control act, -which 
gives the government the same sup- 
ervision over bunkers it has over the 
exportation of goods gen^rallj. 


The step was taken with the ap- 


proval of all the allies, who will co- 
operate by enforcing similar regula- 
tions. It follows closely Great Brit- 
ain's declaration of a complete em- 
bargo against the northern European 
neutrals, 
which 
was 
designed 
to 


strengthen the embargo already put 
in force by the United States 


Embargo--Not Permanent. 


In a statement accompanying1 tlie 


announcement, 
the 
export 
board 


makes it clear that the present abso- 
lute embargo against the European 
neutrals is not necessarily permanent 
and that a final decision will not be 
made until the Intormation as to the 
neutral absolute requirements is as- 
certained. The jeneral understanding 
has been that the neutrals will be fed, 
but that they will .eceive no more sup- 
plies than actually necessary and that 
none will go forward until assurances 
are received as to exports to Germany.

of .Towns by Bombardment of 


the German Armies. 


There Is no great loss, according to 


homely 
philosophy, 
without 
some 


slight gain. Great/QIsasters often lead 
to better conditions. The old fable 
of the phoenix rising from its asies la 
.essentially true. 


France Is to profit by the ruin of so 


many of her cities. So her people hava 
decreed. When the German 'irmies are 
driven from her soil, her maimed towns 
are to -be rebuilt. But they will 
not be reconstructed along former 
Hues. The narrow streets will not be 
restored. The buildings centuries old, 
picturesque, perhaps, but scarcely san- 
itary, will not be restored. Reims and 
other bombarded cities are to be re- 
built according to the latest plans of 
experts in city planning. They are to 
be models on "-Web cities untouched 
by German cannonades will look with 
envy. 


But that Is not all. Franco has de- 


cided that she cannot afford In future 
to allow towns and cities to -grow up 
In the old haphazard way. A law has 
been adopted which compels'every mu- 
nicipality to organize a planning com- 
mission, which will decide on its fu- 
ture growth. Every Improvement will 
have to conform to the city plan, 
whether it is made In newly developed 
territory, or replaces a construction of 
loss ctsn5i::s. Paris, having outgrown 
thf Huns^muna plans, has organized n 
bureau, which will care not only for the 
city, but for the whole metropolitan 
area.

TRACTORS ARE USED BY CITY 


Buffalo Declared to Have Best Gar- 


bage Collection System by Boston 


Investigating Committee. 


BnlTal > has the best new garbage col- 


lection plan according to three engi- 
neers tlint Mayor Curley of Boston 
sent to other cities to find out which 
had the lie^st one in operation. The en- 
gineer's ^report describes the Buffalo 
system briefly as follows: 


"The city is divided into districts of 


such size thnl four horse-drawn ve- 
hicles will handle UircRarbage, ashes or 
refuse, piclclng it tip from the houses. 
These fotir vehicles nfler filling are 
pulled to a central point from which 
a tractor takes them on the long haul 
to the reduction plant, or dnmp, as 
the case may be. In this n-ry the short 
hnul -n ith freouent stops is taken care 
of by horaes, while for the long haul 
the tractor is used taking several trail- 
ers. 
Care in routing vehicles would 


be necessary to get full advantage of 
the tractors and keep them constantly 
woricing. 
These tractors cost about 


$5,000 apiece and tho trailers about 
§1,500. For a city of the size of Bos- 
ton the first cvponse for this scheme 
might be 927)0,000, and considerably 
study livould be required to assure 
Its economy."

Garbage Dumps Unsanitary. 


Kot a fe\v cities dump their garbage 


upon plots of land located usually In 
outskirts of the city. This is not dis- 
posal at all, but simply the placing or 
removal of flltli from ono locality to 
another. 
One health authority has 


this to say in regard to dumping gar- 
bage on the outskirts: 


"Whole groups of zymotic diseases 


are traceable to- ground conditions. 
When, as in some parts, soils are com- 
posed of nri accumulation of-decaying 
matters from the city, the building of 
houses over it may conceal but cannot 
destroy the contamination. 
More or 


less of tho foul air must find its way 
out of the soil and endanger the health 
of the people living upon it." 


A Hint for Gardeners. 


In city and town gardens, where the 


space is restricted, It is best to have 
the rows run the long \\ti? of the gar- 
den—north to south if possible to pre- 
vent tho growing plants from shading 
each other and planting several kinds 
of similarly growing vegetables like 
green onions, carrots, radishes, etc., 
in the same row.

'TORPEDO MINE' NEW MENACE 


Weapons Lileased by U-Boats Now 


Float When Power Is Spent and 


__ 
Endanger Passing Ships.

The newest engine of war to be in- 


troduced by the Germans is the "tor- 
pedo mine," according to the captain 
of a Briitsh. merchant vessel who Is 
also a reserve officer in the British 
navy. 


According to this captain, the new 


idea is just what the name implies and 
is nothing more than a spent torpedo 
that has missed its mark. 


In the past, when a torpedo was fired 


at a merchant or war vessel by a sub- 
marine nnd failed to strike tie mark, 
the explosive tube kept on Its course 
'until its motive power died out, when it 
sank. Now, however, the Germans have 
perfected the torpedoes to such a -de- 
:gree that If one misses its-target it 
will turn over and float when the pro- 
peller stops, becoming a high explosive 
mine. The torpedo nose becomes a de- 
"tonatlng cap, as well as one or two 
more that are distributed over the 
.rube.

, "Like the "periscope .mine," which 
made its appearance when the British 
admiralty gave the order for" all mer- 
'chantmen to attempt to sink subma- 
rines by ramming them and offered a 
reward for each, the new mine wag 
quickly discovered, and, according to 
the captain, is. now carefully watched 
for. 


The merchant 
captain also * had 


something to say about the urt of 
camouflage which is now being used 
on merchant vessels to offset the sub- 
marines. 


"I have seen vessels pointed so many 


different colors nnd in" such odd ways 
that to attempt to describe them would 
be folly," he said. "I don't understand 
the work myself, but have seen some 
evidences of it at sea that have fooled 
me prettily. 


"I remember s.eelng one vessel in the 


danger zone not long ag^ that seemed 
to have a destroyer lying besidfe it. 1 
thought the captain very fortunate to 
have such protection, but did pot have 
time to envy him because of the dan- 
,gers that confronted me. When I got 
to port the freighter came In and I no- 
:tlced; much to my surprise, that it had 
a full-sized and rigged destroyer paint- 
,ed on each side amidships."
